LOCAL HISTORY 

HISTORICAL SOCIETY NEEDED 

Important Data Should He Collected 

and Preserved While Pioneers 
Are Yet Among I s 

Formation of a local historical so¬ 
ciety has been urged in the past by 
the News and reminders of the need 
for such an organization are fre¬ 
quent. The suggestion has recently 
been renewed by H. .1. Potter and 
meets with the approval of Prof. E. 
T. Pierce, N. H. Hosnrer. Captain 
Osgood and others to whom it has 
been mentioned. The importance of 
early action is due to the fact that 
much valuable material can be gath¬ 
ered at first hand from some of the 
pioneers who came to Sierra Madre 
in tiie early days of its history and 
have been familiar with local affairs 
ever since. 

Such an organization need not he 
burdensome in an already well or¬ 
ganized town such as Sierra Madre 
seems to be at present. Some means 
for the systematic collection ol data 
and hook?, pictures, maps and other 
articles of historical Interest could 
be arranged A tittiug repository foi 
such matter would be the Public Li¬ 
brary building, it being doubtless 
possible to make some arrangement 
which would be satisfactory to all 
concerned and would make a valu¬ 
able* addition to the library. 

Prof. E. T. Pierce lias recently 
brought to the News office for ex¬ 
amination a book of unusual interest 
entitled “A Southern California Para¬ 
dise. It was edited and published 
in 1881’ by R. W. C. Farnsworth - f 
Pasadena and deals with Pasadena, 
San Gabriel, Sierra Madre and La 
Canyada. in spite of its high sound¬ 
ing title the book appears to he what 
is announced in the preface, a state¬ 
ment of facts regarding climate, 
crops, conditions of interest to home I 
seekers, a record of early history. 
“A philanthropic rather than a spec¬ 
ulative purpose” is given as the in¬ 
spiration in the preparation of the 
ovlume. Three restraining rules are 
mentioned as having guided the 
work, "no exaggerations, no decep¬ 
tive concealments and no invidious 
com parisons.” 

The contributors of the various 
articles include many well known 
persons. An article on Sierra Madre 
contributed by Prof. Pierce, who had 
settled here in 1881. affords exceed¬ 
ingly interesting reading, especially 
by way of following out his prophe¬ 
cies and verifying in the light of sub¬ 
sequent experience his statements 
regarding the possibilities of the soil 
etc. Portions of the article will he 
presented In the News at an early 
date.

TOLL CHARGE IS UNPOPULAR 

Toll charges recently imposed by 
the telephone companies between 
Sierra Madre and Pasadena are even 
less popular with local telephone 
users than was the addition of tolls 
betweeen Sierra Madre and Monrovia 
a couple of years ago. Abuse of the 
free service privilege is claimed by 
the companies as the causes which 
has made it necessary. Manager Far- 
man of the local Company ^ays the 
Pasadena companies are responsible 
for th<* charge, having advertised the 
lree service extensively and then 
found it getting too heavy for them. 
Five lines are kept so busy that it is 
often necessary to wait some time 
before getting into communication 
J between the two cities. Judging by 
'comments heard about town it is not 
! unlikely that some sort of protest 
! will be lodged with the companies at 
! both ends, of the line. 

TRAGIC SIDE OF AVIATION 

All the good work that can be done 
as a result of the Charity Aviation 
meet at Dominguez field during the 
holiday week can hardly compensate 
for the loss of a single life. To tho.e 
who watched Arch Horsey soaring 
thousands of feet above Sierra Madre 
while on his memorable trip to Mt. 
Wilson the news of his fatal fall t.vo 
days later brought a shock only less 
severe than that experienced by the 
spectators who saw his tragic end. 
He stood easily highest among the 
aviators in the popular estimation 
and was looked to for even greater t 
things than the record breaking feats: 
he had already accomplished. The 
| manner of his taking off suggests! 
| that aviation is still in a stage where; 
'spectacular flying for the sake of 
{swelling the gate receipts might well 
'be discouraged until some of the un¬ 
certainties of the art of flying are 
worked out a little more carefully. 

POST OFFICE LOBBY ENLARGED 

Patrons of the post offlee have been 
wishing for enlarged quarters for 
many, many moons. Postmaster 
Yerxa started the new year with a 
step in the right direction. The space 
in the lobby has been somewhat en¬ 
larged by the removal of about 1739 
posters, notices, and other decora¬ 
tions from the walls, the size of the 
lobby being such that even this move 
makes an appreciable difference.

Continued growth in the patron¬ 
age of the public library is shown by 
the report of the Librarian, Mrs. 
Wheatly, for the month of December. 
During the month a net gain of 
twenty-one card holders was shown, 
the total being 427, of whom 100 are 
juveniles. The circulation show's a 
gratifying growth over last year, 
though the holiday season caused a 
slight falling off from the November 
circulation which showed a total of 
more than 1,000. 

For the convenience of patrons the 
library trustees have ordered that 
some provision be made for the hang¬ 
ing of coats, hats and umbrellas. This 
will obviate the necessity for making 
a clothes rack of the librarian’s desk 
or of the reading tables.

BY THE WAY 

It is with genuine regret that the 
editor receives notice that the Cali¬ 
fornia Weekly will no longer come to 
the exchange table by reason of its 
discontinuance. The state can ill af¬ 
ford to lose such a publication. Few 
periodicals maintained such thor¬ 
oughly wholesome standards in every 
department. After a trial of two and 
one-half years it was found impos¬ 
sible to gain sufficient advertising 
patronage from the San Francisco 
field whence such support must logi¬ 
cally come. That the California 
Weekly has played a large part in 
the regeneration of state politics can¬ 
not be denied. And while it has 
been a strenuous fighter it has al¬ 
ways been fair. Always it has upheld 
the motto printed on its first page, 
“Good Faith, Good Courage, Good 
Humor.” That motto, by the way, 
expresses precisely the spirit in which 
it has been the effort of the present 
publisher to conduct the Sierra Mad¬ 
re News, though the field and char¬ 
acter of the two publications were 
widely different. Characteristic of 
the California Weekly is an editorial 
apparing in its last issue and re¬ 
printed in full in another column of 
this paper. It should command the 
attention of all thoughtful people, 
dealing, as it does with a question 
of vital importance just now. It will 
displease some people who will lay 
it is a defense of unionism and vio¬ 
lence, which it is not. It is simply 
a statement of facts which should 
stimulate deep thought. :ead it. 

In the glare of publicity given the 
Rose Tournament, the aviation meet 
and the auto show little attention 
was given a fatality which ordinarily 
would have been good for big scare 
heads in the daily papers. It was 
an accident which everybody has ncen 
expecting. A woman was Grown 
from the platform of a crowded cat 
on the way to the Pasadena tourna¬ 
ment and was killed in sight of her 
family with whom she was on a 
holiday trip. Perhaps on that oar- 
tieular day the railway company 
found it a physical impossibility to 
provide sufficient cars to make 3uch 
overcrowding un-necessary. But just 
such loads are carried hundreds of 
times a day by the interurban cars 
running in and out of Los Angeles 
and the wonder is that such accidents 
do not happen more frequently. The 
train crew is said to have been in 
no way to blame for the accident 
and the sole responsibility of pre¬ 
venting a repetition by furnishing 
adequate accommodations, rests with 
the company. 


Something Archaic 

California Weekly.—If the senti¬ 
ment expressed by John Llewellyn, 
of the Llewellyn Iron Works of Los 
Angeles, correctly voices the senti¬ 
ments of Los Angeles employers in 
general, then must we conclude that, 
progressive as our southern city is 
in most respects, industrially it is 
archaic, farther in the long ago than 
the longest memory of its oldest in¬ 
habitant. In substance Mr. Llewel¬ 
lyns declaration was: “We ate fight¬ 
ing for a principle, the right to run 
our own business in our own way.’’ 
That right, if it exists at all, applies 
only to him who is his own employer 
and his own, sole, employe. The 
moment an employer adds to his 
working force the services of a sin¬ 
gle employe he forieits the right to 
run his own business in his own way. 
The absolute rights of the employer 
are at once modified by the right of 
his employe to a living wage, health¬ 
ful surroundings, de.ent hours, the 
right not to be discharged for trivial 
reasons but to retain his place so 
long as such services are needed and 
he renders a loyal, helpful service to 
his employer. 

When this relation of employer to 
employe is-multiplied, on the one 
hand, by a hundred shareholders con¬ 
stituting an artificial personality 
created by the law and existing by 
sufferance of the law', and. on the 
other hand, by a thousand employes, 
no one not an industrial fossil should 
be found contending tor the “princi¬ 
ple" of conducting au “own business" 
in an “own way.’ There seems to 
be that about industrial Los Angeles 
that is archaic. 

Autocracy is to be resisted, who¬ 
ever attempts it, and when resisted 
by the imbecile and brutal, it is as 
likely to be with dynamite in Los 
Angeles as with the bomb in Russia. 
Despicable men will employ despic¬ 
able methods to gain their ends and 
the only sure defense against such 
men and such methods is to assume 
so fair an attitude toward the issues 
involved as to disarm hatred. Such 
an attitude Mr. Llewellyn has not 
assumed. 

it we reflec t upon the helplessness 
of the social order, when confronted 
by even one man in a thousand made 
criminally minded by a rankling 
sense of wrong, we can begin to 
realize the importance of squaring 
our industrial policies with the moral 
and so ial standards of our time. 
This Los Angeles employers appar¬ 
ently have not done. Whatever 
principles may have characterized 
industrial life in past centuries the 
spirit of twentieth century industrial¬ 
ism is co-operative and participating, 
founded upon giving and taking, arbi¬ 
trating and agreeing, and no longer 
upon authority. Never again will 
any employer, who takes into his 
service one person beside himself, be 
perfectly free to “run his own busi¬ 
ness in his own way.” We are 
“members one of another,” indus¬ 
trially as well as spiritually and we 
cannot be so spiritually without be¬ 
ing so industrially. 

That “industrial freedom” for 
which Los Angeles is clamoring con¬ 
templates nothing of the kind, ex¬ 
cept for the employer. He is to run 
his “own business” in his “own way,” 
with the result that labor will be 
bought as mules are bought, in the 
lowest market and at the cheapest 
price. When the supply of one- 
lungers gives out access will be had 
to the same sources of cheap labor 
to which Pittsburg has had access. 

No, no, no, a thousand times no. 
The denial of the right of collective 
bargaining to labor means that in¬ 
dustry is to be autocratic and not 
free, and autocracy in industry. 


.whether the associated employers or 
the labor unions be the autocrats, is 
un-American, archaic and of the 
spirit of the sixteenth century rather 
than of the twentieth. The trend of 
our time is toward democratization 
I of industry and if Los Angeles fails 
| of squaring itself with the spirit of 
the age it will suffer the sorrows 
of the condemned. 

The seed of injustice and hate can¬ 
not be sowed for thirty years with¬ 
out sooner or later harvesting in 
kind. There is in the thousandth or 
ten thousandth man a fanaticism oi 
criminality that transforms, in his 
diseased mind, the most unspeakable 
1 atrocities into doing service for God 
and man. A hundred such men in 
a nation, if they be cunning and care- 
! ful, anw work together, can make 
ithat nation tremble for its life. 

Once again, the only safety to life 
or property that (an give us peace 
and calm and security lies in there 
being no one who has it in his heart 
to take our life or destroy our prop¬ 
el ty. It is love and not hate that 
an afford that security.

TEST OF FABRICS. 

How to Detect Frauds In Silk, Linen 
or Woo.en Goods. 

Of the u'»>k1s sold as "all wool there* 
is mu one lentil that is genuine. Gen¬ 
erally the main component is eottou 

The test for this is simple All that 
is necessary is to pull out a few threads 
and apply a lighted match. Cotton 
will go off in a blaze; wool will shrivel 
up. 

To distinguish pure linen from coun¬ 
terfeit is even easier The Intended 
buyer need but wet the linger and ap¬ 
ply it to the goods. If they are pure 
linen the moisture will pass through, 
the spot line bed will be soaked at 
once, and almost immediately one side 
will be as wet as the other. 

Frauds are more numerous in silk 
than in anj other fabric, but here also 
the material of adulteration is cotton 
Its presence can be readily discovered. 
Draw a few threads out. The piece of 
cotton will snap off short when pulled, 
while the silk will stretch and permit 
a considerable pull before breaking. 

The boasted silk of our grandmoth¬ 
ers that "stood by itself" is not neces¬ 
sarily the best. Modern ingenuity has 
devised means by giving the poorest 
articles the best body requisite for this 
purpose Shellac and other sticky sub¬ 
stances mixed through the fabric will 
produce as stiff a silk as ever graced 
the wardrobe of our ancestors. Such 
stuff is quite worthless, however, as it 
quickly rots.
